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First China Clipper Return 
Flight 
-_——_- @-—— 


An interesting letter with news- 
paper clippings on the first flight of 
the China Clipper to and from the 
Philippines is at hand from Mr. W. 
N. Haltiwanger of Fort Wm. Me- 
Kinley, Philippine Islands. 

Mr. Haltiwanger states that only 
about 1/3 as many letters as were 
mailed to Manilla, were sent from 
Manilla on the return flight. This 
number would have been increased to 
a considerable extent had it been pos- 
sible for friends of collectors who 
were in the Philippines, to have re- 
ceived mail addressed to them on the 
outward flight of the Clipper and to 
have had time to open that mail and 
fix up covers for the return flight 
since many letters came to parties in 
Manilla with instructions and orders 
for covers to come back on the first 
Clipper flight. 

Mail addressed Mr. Haltiwanger 
arrived on the Clipper at 3:30 P. M., 
Friday November 29th. This same 
mail was not delivered to him at his 
address until 8:30 A. M., Monday, 
December 2, and the Clipper had left 
Manilla on its return flight at 2:53 
A. M. that same morning. Thus 
many letters to this party which had 
orders and instructions for covers to 
come back on the first Clipper Flight, 
did not reach him until almost three 
and one half days after the ship had 
reached Manilla and about six hours 
after it had left on the return flight 
to the East. 

The newspaper clippings from the 
Sunday Tribune of Manilla states 
that a crew of 500 Postal employees 
were used at Manilla to handle the 
mail at this period, yet the service was 
as stated above and that will explain 
to anyone who sent letters to friends 
in the Philippines, asking for covers 
on the return flight, why they did not 
receive them.

Incidentally the Sunday Tribune 
of Manilla printed a picture of the 
25c China Clipper U. S. stamp in its 
issue of December 8th. 

Mr. Haltiwanger states that while 
350,000 of the 30c stamps were over- 
printed, one should remember that 
the full sheets of 50 stamps contain 
1+ straight edge copies thus leaving 
but 252,000 collectible copies. 

The postoffice discontinued sale of 
the overprinted stamps on Nov. 30, 
after which scalpers were selling the 
stamps at about double face.

Mr. Newell E. Collins asks the 
catalogue number and history of a 
stamp bearing the head of Franklin, 
lc blue, and the inscription “U. S.

Mr. E. M. Dean asks for informa- 
tion concerning the manufacture of 
flat plate and rotary press coil stamps. 
The flat plate coils are made from 
regular sheets of 400 subjects. This 
process is no longer used. The sheets 
were perforated only one way, either 
vertically or horizontally, and then 
pasted together at the margins into 














strips 500 stamps long and 20 stamps 
high. ‘These were then rolled and cut 
apart, making 20 coils of 500 stamps 
each. As each sheet of stamps is 
20 x 20, divided in the middle by 
guide lines, we find a line pair every 
20th stamp and a pasteup pair every 
20th stamp. Rotary press coils are 
made from specially prepared plates 
of 180 subjects 18 x 10. Two of 
these plates are curved to fit around 
a cylinder and the stamps are printed 
in a continuous roll, automatically. 
Where the two plates which go to 
form the cylinder are joined a line is 
formed. Therefore we have a line 
every 18th stamp. There are no paste- 
ups on rotary press coils. However, 
the roll sometimes breaks and, in such 
instances, the break is repaired with 
a strip of perforated and gummed 
paper which is used to bring the edges 
of the break together. Whether or 
not such a repair may be called a 
pasteup is a matter of personal opin- 
ion. Such varieties are not recognized 
in the catalogue.

New Bi-Colored 16-cent Airmail 
Special Delivery Stamp to he 
Issued February 10, 1936 
—_ e-— —_ 


The announcement of a change 
from a straight blue stamp to a bi- 
colored one in the case of the 16- 
cent airmail Special delivery has been 
more or less expected in stamp circles 
for some time, although there had 
been no formal assurance from the 
Post Office Department that this was 
being given serious consideration other 
than frequent notices in the Postal 
Bulletin cautioning clerks and others 
to be on the lookout for these super- 
service stamps and give them the 
proper service. February 10 is set 
as the day of first day sale exclusivels 
in Washington, D. C. 

The Postmaster General explains 
that this change in color is being made 
in order that the stamp will be more 
distinctive than heretofore, also more 
easily recognized by postal employees, 
thereby contributing to a more 
prompt and expeditious handling of 
all Air Mail-Special Delivery mail 
matter. 

The design of the new stamp will 
be identical with the present blue one 
which was issued by the Post Office 
Department on August 30, 1934. 
It will, however, be printed in two

In order to accommodate cover 
collectors, the Postmaster at Wash- 
ington, D. C. will accept a limited 
number of addressed covers when ac- 
companied by a cash or money order 
remittance to cover the value of the 
stamps required for affixing. Per- 
sonal checks or other postage stamps 
will not be accepted in payment. To 
receive first-day cancelation, covers 
must be received by the Postmaster 
before the close of business on Feb- 
ruary 10. 


MORE 25-CENT AIR MAILS 
ORDERED 


To most collectors who may have 
analyzed the number of stamps need- 
ed to fill their demands as well as 
those of the general stamp-using pub- 
lic, a printing order of five million 
stamps for a 25c value may seem like 
an enormous quantity. Especially 
when one realizes that only one-tenth 
of the 3 million odd 50c Zeppelin 
stamps were sold. The 25-cent stamp 
has been on sale scarcely a month and 
a half, and already it has been nec- 
essary to increase the printing orders 
by another five million stamps. <A 
full million of the original lot has 
either passed through the Agency or 
is on hand for current use there. Va- 
rious rumors have slated this stamp 
for early removal and perhaps that 
is one reason that a heavy buying of 
this 25c¢ stamp is reported from the 
Agency. This additional printing 
order should set at rest these un- 
founded rumors. 

We understand that an air mail set 
of stamps of small and large denomi- 
nations is being considered, but not 
for immediate release. It is likely 
that when the China Flights start 
the 25c stamp will still be in use.

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Stamps Honoring Missionary Heroes 
By Harry M. Savacool 
CHaptTer IX 
(Continued From Last Week) 


Italy in 1926 paid well-merited honor to St. Francis 
with an issue of five stamps. One bears a picture of 
the Monastery of St. Damien (No. 177) and another 
of the Assisi Monastery (No. 178) but three of them 
picture St. Francis himself. The 20c value (No. 176) 
shows St. Francis and His Vision. The 1.25L value 
shows St. Francis as he lay dying surrounded by 
Franciscan Friars (No. 179). The 5 L plus 2.50 L val- 
ue is 2 beautiful reproduction of Luca della Robbia’s 
painting of St. Francis (No. 180). It shows to good 
advantage his mild face, but perhaps a little too sad 
for the “Little Singer of God”, as he was commonly 
called by the people. The marks of the stigmata 
shows plainly on the hands. This comparatively in- 
expensive set, in honor of one of the greatest Chris- 
tians who ever lived, should be in every religious collec- 
tion. The little Republic of San Marino also honored 
the 700th anniversary of St. Francis’ death with a 
stamp issue. In 1928 they issued four stamps with 
two designs (No. 112-114). The first design used 
on the lower value stamps is a view of the Capucin 
Church and Convent which is noted for its connection 
with St. Francis. The other design is a very striking 
picture of the Death of St. Francis. While not as 
beautiful as the Italian stamp it is perhaps more true 
to the actual event. 


St. Francis Xavier is considered by many competent 
church historians to have been the greatest missionary 
of all Christian history. Inasmuch as Goa in Portugese 
India was the center from which he worked it was 
most fitting that this colony should honor him with 
a stamp issue in 1931. Francis Xavier was born of 
a noble family in Navarre in 1506. While a graduate 
student he met Ignatius Loyola, then working to or- 
ganize the Jesuit Order. He became fired with Loy- 
ola’s enthusiasm and was one of the first seven to take 
the rigid Jesuit vows. After some missionary work 
in Europe he felt the call to the Orient. In 1541 
he sailed for India. From then on his life is an amaz- 
ing record of travels, missions and great successes. 
First he worked in India. Then he met a Japanese 
and burned with a desire to evangelize Japan. He 
worked in Japan two years and planted a Christian 
church which, but for the political proclivities of his 
Jesuit successors, might have meant a Christian Japan. 
Then he turned his eyes to China which was rigidly 


closed against all foreigners. In spite of incessant at- 
tacks of fever and the treachery of supposed friends 
he made attempt after attempt to enter the forbidden 
country and died while still trying in 1552. 


While it is impossible that he should have made 
700,000 converts, as the Jesuits have claimed, it js 
still true that he planted the Cross from India to 
Japan. Considering the conditions of travel in his 
day and the barriers of language and prejudice his 
widespread labors and great success is one of the mir- 
acles of missions. Who more deserves a place on the 
stamps? The Portugese India set of 1931 was issued 
in commemoration of the Exposition of his body at 
Goa in the month of December, 1931. The Ir value 
is a picture of the Monument to St. Francis Xavier, 
the 2r value bears a reproduction of his autograph, 
the 2t value a picture of the Church of Bom Jesus at 
Goa, and the 2%t a picture of his tomb. ‘The 6r and 
1'4t values bear pictures of statues of the saint. In 
both he is holding a cross aloft and the 1'4t value 
shows in the background a ship and a tropical palm, 
both fittingly reminiscent of his incessant oriental tra- 
vels in the service of his Master. (No. 414-419). 


Brazil joined the list of nations honoring great 
missionaries by issuing a set of four stamps of one 
design for Father Anchieta in 1934 (No. 394-397). 
These four truly beautiful stamps show Father An- 
chieta holding aloft a cross and flanked by natives. 
The inscription 1534-1934 calls attention to its being 
the 400th anniversary of Father Anchieta’s founding 
of the city of Sao Paulo. He was a Jesuit priest who 
was sent to Brazil to recover his health which he had 
injured through severe religious austerities. He was 
in Brazil from 1553 until his death in 1597. Once 
in Brazil he was moved by the paganism of the native 
Indian population and gave his life to evangelizing 
them. Like a wise man he saw that he could not do 
it alone and founded a school for training workers at 
Sao Paulo. But he was not one to sit in the class- 
room and train others for hard and dangerous service. 
In spite of his poor health he went from tribe to 
tribe preaching the Gospel. It is a wonder how his 
frail body stood forty-four years in the pestilential 
jungles of Brazil. He was a true saint. Forgetting 
all thought of self, in complete poverty, he deliberately 
chose the hardest fields of labor. He went fearlessly 
among the savage and warlike Indians and converted 
thousands. The simple-minded natives sensed his de- 
votion and came to almost worship him. The church 
showed its appreciation by making him Provincial of 
Brazil. Whether he worked miracles and had the 
gift of tongues, as tradition claims or not, there can 
be no disputing that he was the Apostle of Brazil. 


We cannot but bow in reverence at the memory 
of heroes like Cyril, Methodius, Francis of Assisi, 
Francis Xavier, and Father Anchieta. Truly they 
deserve a place in our hearts and any honor that the 
stamps can give them is well deserved. We only 
regret that no nation has seen its way clear to honor 
on its stamps some of the great Protestant Missionaries 
whose lives have been just as interesting and heroic. 
Burma could well honor Adoniram Judson and the 
Congo Schweitzer, as well as many others whose 
names will occur to the missionary minded person.

We do however insist that the 
small dealer should conduct his busi- 
ness in a business like manner, recog- 
nizing the cost of transacting business, 
the cost of overhead and other such 
natural business expense and price his 
goods accordingly.

There is a way to stop many of 
these schemes before they are fully 
hatched if the Philatelic Press of the 
country will get together on the plan. |“ 

We are frank in saying that we 
alone could not adopt the plan and 
operate it successfully for should we 
do so we would lose much business 
that would be accepted by other pub- 
lications without so much red tape 
and as a result our business would 
suffer. However, should the leading 
papers adopt the plan, they can do 
more to clean up the situation, elim- 
inate the cheats and crooks, than any 
other agency. 

In the past, we have suggested this 
plan yet have been offered no coopera- 
tion from any other publication. The 
plan is practical, it would be for the 
best interests of every reliable, honor- 
able and reputable dealer and in the 
end, dealers of this type would thank 
every one of the Philatelic Publica- 
tions for the good work they would 
have accomplished. 

Briefly, the plan is as follows: 

In order to place advertising in any 
stamp collectors publication, the pros- 
pective advertiser would be required 
to fill out a questionaire. This form 
would call for certain definite infor- 
mation as regards the experience of 
the prospective advertiser as a stamp 
man. It would inquire as to his 
stock in hand and his capital for con- 
ducting business. It would also ask 
for commercial reference both in a 
philatelic and non philatelic line. 

Copies of this form would be sup- 
plied every one of the papers in the 
group, the publisher first receiving 
the application for advertising space 
would be obligated to make full in- 
vestigation of the references, etc. The 
information he obtained would be 
forwarded also, to the other pub- 


lishers in the group. 

After satisfactory report had been 
made on the application, the prospec- 
tive advertiser would be given an O. 
K. and his advertising would be ac- 





ceptable to the various publishers.

collapse, for it is a fact that to do 
business successfully, one must sell at 
a profit and profit means enough over 
actual cost to pay for all the inci- 
dentals that enter into the cost of 
transacting any kind of business.

THE REPAIRED PERIODS 


As made on the San Francisco 
plates. C. J. Boetter of Chicago 
steps forth with th e answer to my 
inquiry of a few weeks back, and here 
it is. It seems that all the varieties 
that had the missing period were al- 
igned a little ditferent than were the 
ones having the period. It was noted 
that the items not having the period, 
the I of Calif., came directly under 
the I of Francisco above it, while in 
the ones with the period the I of 
Calif., comes a little to the left of the 
I of Francisco above. So when the 
plates were repaired and the missing 
periods replaced it was assumed that 
the items in which the I’s lined up 
evenly were the ones that had been 
repaired. It was the 14th and 64th 
stamps in the sheet that had the peri- 
od missing. 


BERLIN CONN. 


And now an item for the New 
England collectors. In looking 
a lot of moderately old items I came 
upon a 25¢ Parcel Post stamp with a 
cancellation that whole lot 


( ve r 


looked 


like it might be a precancel. Upon 
consulting the catalog I found that 
but one type listed for Berlin and 


it fitted my stamp all but the fact 
that it failed to mention if there were 
lines or bars. Here is the description 
as per the catalog. ‘‘Berlin, Conn. in 
one line of plain caps and lower cas¢ 
letters 23mm long. Caps 3%4mm 
high.” No mention of lines or bars 
and as the copy I have does not have 
either lines or bars I assume that that 
is what is inferred in the description 
in the catalog. A Ic Panama Pacific 





perf. 10 and a 10c 1912 perf. 12 are 
the only items listed and as the Parcel 
Posts were issued at the time these 
stamps were being used it ties up per- 
fectly as to the time element.

Postoffice Is Fresh Out 


To appreciate this one, it’s necessary 
to know the background. 

In May, 1918, the postoffice de- 
partment issued a 24-cent airmail 
stamp, carmine rose and blue in color. 
One sheet of 100 of these stamps 
passed out through the Philadelphia 
postofiice, showed the airplane on the 
stamp inverted—turned upside down. 


Folks who collect stamps were 
properly excited. These odd sheets, 
first purchased for $20, assumed a 
value of tremendous proportions. The 
son of Hetty Green, astoundingly 
wealthy, bought the whole sheet for 
$20,000. Later on, it was split up, 
and sold here and there. Today, a 
single stamp from that sheet is quoted 
at $3,300—a block of four together 
sells for $15,000. The sheet, if in- 
tact today, might be worth anywhere 
from $500,000 up.

Somebody out in North Dakota 
heard about this stamp and wanted 
one. He went to his postmaster and 
inquired where one could be had. 
Very seriously, the postmaster said he 
didn’t have any in stock, but that he 
would try to obtain one.
